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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  CAISTOR  RURAL  DISTRICT 
COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954. 

It  should  be  noted  that  it  has  now  been  found  possible  to  estimate 
the  total  of  the  non-civilian  population  of  the  Rural  District.  This 
indicates  a slight  drop  in  the  total  civilian  population  since  1921. 

A further  calculation  shows  that  the  population  per  house  in  the 
District  has  dropped  to  three.  It  would  appear  from  this  that  there 
should  be  now  little  overcrowding. 

There  has  been  a drop  in  the  amount  of  new  housing  provided 
but  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  which  have  been 
improved. 

Approximately  87%  of  all  houses  in  the  Rural  District  are  now 
on  a piped  water  supply.  This  steady  progress  has  been,  in  part,  due 
to  the  extension  and  linking  up  of  the  water  mains  in  the  District. 

A close  watch  kept  on  the  purity  of  the  different  water  supplies 
of  the  District  indicated  a generally  satisfactory  standard.  In  the 
case  of  the  Nettleton  and  Walesby  supplies  closer  supervision  was 
considered  necessary. 

Improvements  in  the  sewage  systems  of  many  of  the  villages 
remain  an  urgent  priority.  The  sewage  system  of  Osgodby  Hospital 
came  under  suspicion  when  tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  the  effluent. 
This  investigation  was  carried  out  successfully  in  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Lincoln  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Croll. 

A very  low  figure  for  infectious  diseases  in  the  District  was  a satis- 
factory feature  of  the  year. 

An  investigation  into  the  rodent-carried  Weil’s  Disease  in  the 
Rural  District  led  to  the  conclusion  that  this  disease  may  be  fairly 
common. 

However,  the  general  health  of  the  area  remained  reasonably 
good.  The  condition  of  the  children  examined  reached  a fairly  satis- 
factory standard  but  there  appears  to  be  a progressive  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  with  dental  caries. 

The  addition  of  meat  inspection  to  the  work  of  the  qualified  staff, 
with  the  pressure  of  the  continued  housing  survey,  and  the  supervision 
of  the  building  plans  (under  the  Housing  Act,  1949)  all  combined  to 
place  a very  heavy  burden  on  the  backs  of  our  already  fully  occupied 
personnel.  Under  such  circumstances  I can  only  report  that  the 
standard  of  work  done  remained  very  satisfactory.  It  is  however  more 
than  doubtful  if  the  present  field  staff  can  cope  indefinitely  with  these 
constantly  growing  duties. 

Mr.  V.  G.  Hudson  has  again  had  an  exceptionally  busy  year,  and 
the  quality  of  his  work  and  his  wide  interest  in  the  different  aspects 
has  set  a level  of  achievement  difficult  to  approach.  He  has  himself 
initiated  several  investigations  of  considerable  value  to  the  Rural 
District. 

The  fact  that  our  water  service  is  seldom  criticised  is  a reflection 
on  its  capable  control  by  Mr.  Dixon. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Andrews  has  played  his  part  in  the  field  work  of  the 
department. 

I wish  to  record  again  my  thanks  for  the  continued  co-operation 
of  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  can  only  be  carried 
out  successfully  by  the  assistance  and  co-operation  of  you.  Sir,  the 
Chaiiman  of  the  Council,  and  the  many  members  who  have  evinced 
an  active  interest  in  our  work. 

I wish  therefore  to  thank  all  those  who  contributed  to  this  end.

SECTION  A — Vital  and  General  Statistics 

The  estimated  population,  according  to  the  Registrar  General, 
was  14,170.  The  population  of  each  Parish  which  is  now  available 
from  the  census  of  1951  shows  that  Stainton-le-Vale  has  1,808  people 
resident  therein.  In  the  1931  census  the  population  of  this  Parish 
was  144.  It  would  therefore  be  a fair  assumption  that  the  non-civilian 
population  of  this  Parish  is  about  1,664  at  the  present  time. 

The  deduction  of  this  figure  from  the  total  estimated  population 
gives  12,506  as  the  approximate  civilian  population  of  the  Rural  District. 
This  shows  a slight  decline  on  the  census  figures  for  1921  and  1931. 

A similar  adjustment  will  be  necessary  in  the  future  for  the  Parish 
of  Toft-Newton  which  is  also  situated  on  the  border  of  an  R.A.F. 
Station,  where  development  is  taking  place.  The  Birth  rate  remains 
at  a higher  figure  than  that  of  the  country  as  a whole  while  the  death 
rate  is  lower. 

The  Caistor  Rural  District  comprises  40  parishes. 

The  area  of  the  Rural  District  is  119,992  acres.

was  recorded  but  there  was  a rise  in  the  deaths  from  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulatory  system.  Together  these  two  groups  of  diseases 
were  responsible  for  over  half  the  total  deaths.

SECTION  B 

General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

1.  (a)  Mental  Illness. 

Treatment  is  arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Supervision  and  aftercare  is  carried  out  by  specially 
trained  staff  employed  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 

1.  (b)  Mental  Defectives. 

The  County  Council,  through  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  makes 
arrangements  for  the  institutional  care  of  mental  defectives. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  care  and  supervision 
of  mental  defectives  in  their  homes. 
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2.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
St.  Anne’s  Road,  Lincoln  and  at  Grimsby  and  District  Hospital. 
Diphtheria  Anti-toxin,  Anti-typhoid  serum,  and  Scarlet  Fever 
(streptococcus)  Anti-toxin  are  supplied  from  the  above  laboratories. 

3.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  National  Fire  Service  has  general  supervision  of  all  ambulances, 

An  ambulance  can  be  obtained  either  through  the  patient’s  doctor 
or  nurse,  or,  in  the  event  of  an  emergency,  by  asking  the  telephone 
operator  for  the  ambulance  station. 


Summary  (for  reference)  of  Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals, 
and  other  Institutions  available  for  the  District 

Nursing  in  the  Home.  All  district  nurses  come  under  the  authority 
of  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 

Tuberculosis  Treatment  Centres. 

Treatment  and  aftercare  of  tuberculosis  cases  are  dealt  with  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  nearest  centres  are  at  Brigg,  Lincoln 
and  Grimsby. 

Hospitals,  Isolation. 

All  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  including  Smallpox  are  dealt  with 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

These  are  controlled  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 

Health  Visitors. 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  is  in  charge  of  these. 

Infant  Life  Protection. 

This  is  undertaken  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 

Dental  Clinics  and  treatments. 

This  is  arranged  for  mothers  and  children  by  the  Lindsey  County 
Council.  There  is  a Dental  Clinic  at  Market  Rasen. 

School  Clinics  are  held  at  Brigg  and  Market  Rasen. 

Home  Help  Service.  This  is  supplied  by  the  Lindsey  County 
Council. 


SECTION  C 
Notifiable  Diseases 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  showed  a considerable 
drop  from  the  figure  for  1953  and  was  also  markedly  below  the  average 
for  the  last  ten  years.  No  one  parish  experienced  anything  in  the  nature 
of  an  epidemic  during  the  year.  Scarlet  Fever  showed  a further  drop 
in  cases  recorded. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified  since  1951.  A single 
isolated  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified.  This  case  was  not  removed 
to  hospital  but  there  were  no  fresh  cases  amongst  any  of  the  contacts 
of  the  patient.  The  cases  of  Dysentery  notified  were  all  quite  mild  in 
character  and  due  to  the  Sonne  Bacillus.  Tuberculosis  was  notified 
in  only  five  cases  and  there  were  no  deaths  reported  during  the  year. 
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Weil’s  Disease 

An  investigation  into  the  death  of  a patient  from  this  disease  in 
April  in  one  of  the  smaller  parishes  led  to  an  enquiry  into  its  prevalence 
in  surrounding  districts. 

It  was  discovered  that  two  cases  had  previously  occurred  in  the 
same  parish  in  1946  and  1947.  Two  cases  had  been  diagnosed  in  1947 
and  1954  in  Gainsborough  Rural  District  in  fairly  close  proximity  to 
the  foregoing  cases.  There  seems  to  be  a possibility  of  an  endemic 
area  in  the  parishes  involved. 

No  other  cases  were  known  to  have  occurred  in  the  last  ten  years 
in  the  rest  of  Caistor  Rural  District. 

As  this  disease  is  not  at  present  notifiable  it  is  possible  that  other 
cases  may  have  occurred. 


Immunisation 

Of  492  children  whose  immunisation  state  was  checked  431  or 
87-5  % were  found  to  have  been  immunised.  In  the  165  children  in  14  + 
age  group  (leavers)  just  under  91  % had  received  at  least  one  course 
of  immunisation.  In  the  case  of  a number  of  children  in  the  5 + and 
11  -f  age  group,  who  were  found  not  to  have  been  immunised,  for  one 
reason  or  another,  their  parents  consented  to  their  immunisation. 

From  the  above  figures  it  would  seem  that  the  degree  of  protection 
against  diphtheria  in  the  district  is  reasonably  good.  Some  villages 
have  always  had  a hard  core  of  resistance  against  immunisation.  The 
policy  of  sending  out  fresh  consent  forms  to  all  parents  whose  children 
have  not  been  immunised  has  certainly  seemed  to  pay  dividends. 

Initial  immunisations  recorded  during  the  year  numbered  1 84 
while  247  children  received  a “ booster  ” injection. 

58  children  were  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough  while  14 
children  received  the  double  immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough 
and  Diphtheria. 

Primary  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  was  performed  in  83  cases 
whilst  revaccination  was  done  in  15.

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SECTION  D 
Water  Supply 

During  the  year  the  following  extensions  to  the  water  mains  in 
the  district  were  made  : — 

Waddingham  to  Brandywharf  and  Snitterby  Carrs. 

South  Kelsey  to  Brandywharf. 

Thornton-le-Moor  to  Beasthorpe  Cottages. 

South  Kelsey  to  North  Kelsey. 

Skinner’s  Lane  (Caistor  Road)  Middle  Rasen  to  Brimmer  Beck. 

Caistor  Road  (Market  Rasen)  along  Galleymore  Lane,  Middle 
Rasen. 

Replacement  of  old  3"  main  from  Nettleton  to  Moortown  by  6" 
main. 

These  additional  mains  have  enabled  a considerable  number  of 
old  properties  to  be  connected,  bringing  the  total  of  completed  water 
mains  to  163-j  miles. 

Approximately  87  % of  all  houses  (civilian)  in  the  Rural  District 
are  now  on  a piped  water  supply.  This  does  not  include  the  R.A.F. 
Station  in  Stainton-le-Vale  Parish.  It  is  understood  that  all  houses 
in  this  area  are  supplied  with  water. 

Plans  are  on  foot  to  replace  the  Walesby  Parish  supply  from  the 
Otby  source. 

Work  was  in  progress  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to  instal  a new 
6"  main  from  Tealby  to  Market  Rasen.

The  position  in  Waddingham  still  remains  unsatisfactory.  This 
is  again  being  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

In  Osgodby,  Grasby,  and  Bigby  sewage  problems  still  remain  to 
be  dealt  with. 

In  South  Kelsey  improvements  were  made  to  the  disposal  system 
at  the  north  end  of  the  village. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  over  100  premises 
which  require  a weekly  nightsoil  collection. 

This  has  occurred  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  50  conversions  and 
connections  to  the  sewers  were  made  during  the  year.

A sample  of  the  sewage  effluent  from  Nettleton  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  was  examined  and  the  report  showed  the  effluent  to  be  of  fair 
standard  only.  The  works  take  the  drainage  from  34  Council  properties. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  has  now  been 
proved  in  the  effluent  from  the  sewage  system  at  the  Osgodby  Hospital. 
This  matter  is  being  raised  with  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

SECTION  F — Housing 

There  was  a considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  houses  built 
during  the  year  with  only  29  completed.  As  against  this  the  number 
of  houses  improved  was  24.  Many  other  houses  underwent  minor 
alterations  which  resulted  in  better  accomodation.  As  a result  of 
additional  housing  accommodation  becoming  available  since  the  war 
the  average  number  of  occupants  per  house  in  the  Rural  District  is 
only  three.  This  is,  I believe,  considerably  lower  than  the  figure  for 
England  and  Wales. 

In  general  I think  it  may  be  said  that  there  is  a gradually  decreasing 
pressure  for  new  houses.  Unfortunately  there  are  still  a considerable 
number  of  old  properties  whose  reconditioning  might  not  prove  an 
economical  proposition.  With  the  completion  of  the  Housing  Survey 
a better  appraisement  of  the  situation  in  this  respect  will  become 
possible. 

SECTION  G (1)  — Health  and  Welfare  of  Schoolchildren 

During  the  year  634  children  were  examined  in  the  schools  of  the 
Caistor  and  Market  Rasen  Districts.  131  children  were  treated  during 
the  year  at  the  School  Clinic  in  Market  Rasen.  There  seems  to  be  a 
gradual  improvement  in  the  health  and  general  nutrition  of  the  children 
over  the  last  few  years. 

Of  the  children  treated  at  the  Clinic  only  21  were  considered  to  be 
below  normal  in  general  health  and  energy.  There  was  again  a drop 
in  the  number  of  bronchitic  children  treated  to  18  in  all.  Two  cases  of 
impetigo  were  treated.  These  are  the  first  cases  of  this  condition  treated 
for  some  years.  No  cases  of  Scabies  were  seen. 

Other  skin  diseases  treated  numbered  15.  Anaemia  was  adjudged 
to  be  present  in  only  9 children  and  they  were  treated  accordingly. 
Four  cases  of  nocturnal  enuresis  were  treated  during  the  year.  There 
are  of  course  many  cases  of  this  condition  whose  parents  do  not  seek 
treatment. 

17  children  attended  for  varying  periods  of  treatment  for  otitis 
media,  tonsillar  or  nasal  trouble,  and  enlargement  of  the  cervical  glands. 

17  children  w'ho  attended  temporarily  for  defects  of  vision  were 
referred  to  the  Ophthalmic  Specialist  for  investigation  and  treatment. 
11  children  were  treated  at  the  Clinic  for  wax  blocking,  or  partially 
blocking,  their  ears. 

Out  of  the  634  children  examined  8 had  hernias  or  operation  scars 
for  this  condition  while  9 children  had  appendiectomy  scars. 

12  out  of  18  children  examined  were  classed  as  educationally 
sub-normal.  One  of  these  was  a case  of  retesting  before  leaving  school. 

Many  of  the  deformities  seen  in  children’s  feet  were  so  pronounced 
that  the  treatment  in  many  cases  could  only  be  of  a palliative  nature. 

The  number  of  children  with  perfect  sets  of  teeth  in  the  5 + and 
11  + age  groups  again  showed  a fall.  13-4%  of  261  children  in  the  5 + 
group  had  perfect  sets  while  of  119  children  in  the  11  + group  6-7% 
had  perfects  sets.  The  actual  number  of  decayed,  missing,  or  filled 
teeth  in  all  three  age  groups  showed  no  appreciable  change. 
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Practical  Hygiene  in  the  Community 

The  further  improvement  of  the  health  of  the  community  and  the 
control  of  notifiable  diseases  depends  on  the  education  of  the  population 
in  regard  to  hygienic  habits. 

This  can  obviously  be  best  inculcated  in  the  schools.  In  certain 
small  schools  inspected  the  provision  of  individual  towels  for  the 
children  was  a feature  noted  with  approval. 

The  inspection  of  the  hands  and  finger  nails  for  cleanliness,  before 
lunch  should  be  done  as  a routine  in  all  schools.  This  may  be  a counsel 
of  perfection  at  present  but  it  is  done  in  some  of  the  smaller  schools 
in  my  area. 

I look  forward  to  its  general  implementation  with  a view  to  the 
future  control  of  food  poisoning  and  other  similar  diseases  in  the 
population. 


REPORT  OF  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

To  the  CAISTOR  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I set  out  on  the  following  pages  details  of  the  work  done  by  my 
Department  during  1954.  Again  it  was  a year  of  very  considerable 
activity  and  the  following  aspects  of  the  works  were  of  major  importance 
during  the  year. 

(1)  Meat  inspection  — this  recommenced  with  effect  from  the 
6th  July,  1954.  Details  of  animals  inspected  will  be  found 
on  page  19  of  the  Report. 

(2)  Slaughterhouses  — the  Council  approved  a policy  for  the 
re-licensing  of  6 of  these  on  a temporary  basis  and  they  were 
brought  up  to  a reasonable  standard  for  a rural  area  before 
being  allowed  to  be  used. 

(S')  A commencement  was  made  on  the  inspection  of  “ sewer 
dykes  ” in  the  various  parishes  with  a view  to  having  a per- 
manent record  of  those  for  which  the  Council  accepts 
responsibility. 

(4)  Sampling  of  water  supplies  continued  at  a high  level  and 
the  sources  of  supply  and  the  distribution  system  were  kept 
under  close  review. 

(5)  The  number  of  applicants  for  grant  under  the  Housing  Act, 
1949  Section  20  continued  at  a high  rate  and  the  Council 
approved  all  satisfactory  schemes  submitted  during  the  year. 

I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  way  the  staff  worked 
during  the  year  and  it  was  with  their  active  co-operation  that  the  work 
shown  in  this  report  was  carried  out. 

I would  also  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council,  to  the  Chair- 
man and  Vice-Chairman,  and  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee, to  the  Clerk  and  his  staff  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  their  active  support  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  AND 

SURVEYOR 


(1)  Town  and  Country  Planning 

The  Council  continued  to  operate  delegated  powers  from  the 
Lindsey  County  Council  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act, 
1947  and  during  the  year  258  planning  proposals  were  received  and 
dealt  with.  The  Planning  Register  is  available  on  demand  for  examina- 
tion by  interested  members  of  the  public  but,  so  far,  no  one  has  availed 
himself  of  the  privilege. 

Of  the  258  cases  257  were  approved  and  one  plan  was  refused  on 
planning  grounds.  There  were  several  garages  erected  without  the 
prior  submission  of  plans  and,  in  every  case,  the  persons  responsible 
for  their  erection  were  required  to  submit  plans  and  the  structures 
were  put  in  rating. 


(2)  Housing  and  Building  Development 
General 

Again  the  rate  of  progress  of  building  Council  houses  in  the  area 
was  slowed  down  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  building  was  in  progress 
or  authorised  on  only  three  sites  — Rothwell  (6  houses  and  4 bungalows 
Claxby  (2  houses  and  2 bungalows)  and  Swallow  (4  bungalows).  13  new 
houses  were  completed  during  1954.

The  amount  of  contribution  per  dvv^elling  to  the  Repairs  Fund  was 
increased  to  ^10  10s.  Od.  per  house.  This  allowed  reasonable  repairs 
to  be  carried  out  and  110  houses  were  repainted  during  the  year.  This 
meant  that  all  houses  would  be  painted  once  every  5 years. 

Most  repairs  are  done  by  direct  labour ; the  general  standard  of 
maintenance  of  structures  and  estates  is  quite  high ; the  tenants  keep 
the  houses  and  gardens,  on  average,  in  a very  good  condition  and  there 
was  little  cause  for  complaint  by  the  Council  on  the  way  the  structures 
were  kept. 


(8)  Council  House  — Improvements. 

During  1954  18  houses  were  improved  and  this  included  the 
provision  of  hot  water  systems  in  9 houses  and  electricity  supply  to 
9 houses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  19  houses  remain  to  be  modernised, 
12  for  conversion  and  7 for  electricity. 


(9)  Repairs  and  improvements  to  private  houses  (other  than 
grant  work) 

The  num.ber  of  plans  approved  and  inspections  of  work  in  progress 
suggest  that,  without  recourse  to  grant  application,  the  number  of 
houses  improved  during  the  year  was  quite  considerable.

The  amount  of  work  involved  in  this  matter  is  quite  considerable 
and  the  inspection  of  properties  involves  a large  amount  of  time. 
Many  of  the  applicants  seek  guidance  and  assistance  in  the  preliminary 
stages,  they  often  need  advice  on  the  best  planning  for  the  improvements, 
and,  when  the  work  is  in  hand,  constant  visits  are  necessary  to  ensure 
satisfactory  com.pliance  with  the  conditions  of  grant.  The  resulting 
dwellings  are  assets  to  the  owners,  to  the  Council  and  the  community 
at  large,  and  materially  help  in  improving  the  standard  of  dwellings 
particularly  for  rural  workers.

Pressure  of  work  on  meat  inspection  and  other  public  health  duties 
prevented  this  survey  from  being  completed.  The  need  for  the  work 
is  being  partly  superseded  by  the  new  survey  required  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1954  and  this  work  is  being  put  in  hand  as  quickly  as  possible. 

A complete  survey  of  the  houses  in  the  area,  to  be  of  any  real  value 
as  a basis  for  statistics  or  as  a record,  must  be  completed  within  the 
shortest  possible  time,  preferably  about  one  year.  This  survey  has 
already  been  in  progress  for  eight  years  and  is  not  yet  finished ; much 
of  the  earlier  records  are  already  out  of  date.

Drainage 

The  Council  recommenced  the  giving  of  grants  under  Section  47 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  on  the  following  basis  : — 

For  connection  to  septic  tank  . . ;£10

With  the  proviso  in  both  cases  that  the  grant  would  be  50%  only 
if  the  work  cost  less  than  £20  and  £10  respectively.

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Public  Scavenging 

The  system  remained  as  in  the  previous  year  and  a weekly  collection 
continued  in  the  Caistor  and  Stainton-le-Vale  parishes  with  the  balance 
of  the  area  receiving  a fortnightly  collection.  The  whole  area  is  covered 
by  the  collection  system  with  the  exception  of  an  isolated  village,  Kirmond- 
le-Mire. 

Disposal  is  not  an  easy  problem  for  the  variation  in  condition 
betv/een  the  stiff  land  of  the  Ancholme  Valley  and  the  pervious  chalk 
of  the  Wolds  means  that  there  are  few  sites  which  are  free  from  objection 
either  by  reason  of  sub-soil  flooding  or  risk  of  underground  pollution. 
There  are  comparatively  few  places  where  tipping  is  needed  to  straighten 
up  previous  excavation,  quarries,  etc.,  and  sooner  or  later  a more 
ambitious  form  of  controlled  tipping  on  marginal  land  will  be  needed. 

Night  soil  is  collected  from  28  parishes  and  the  disposal  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  weekly  1,070  buckets  emptied,  together  with  the  contents 
of  the  79  septic  tanks  emptied  during  the  year  is  again  quite  a difficult 
problem.  With  only  three  full  scale  Sewage  Disposal  works  in  the  area 
(Keelby,  Tealby  and  Middle  Rasen)  much  of  the  sewage  has  to  be 
spread  over  agricultural  land.  This  is  open  to  objection  in  some  ways, 
it  is  difficult  to  carry  out  in  bad  weather  and  again  is  totally  unsuitable 
on  the  Wolds.  An  unsuccessful  attempt  to  popularise  the  use  of  straw 
for  composting  sewage  was  made  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and 
efforts  to  this  end  are  continuing. 

Private  septic  tanks,  cesspools,  etc.,  are  emptied  at  a flat  rate  of 
;i^l  per  visit  and  some  other  work  of  emptying  is  done  on  a charge  basis 
— the  actual  cost  plus  15%  administrative  charges.

The  Council  employ  a full-time  operator  who  is  responsible  for 
the  Rural  District  and  for  the  Urban  District  of  Market  Rasen.  The 
arrangement  worked  well  and  resulted  in  the  best  possible  service  in 
rodent  destruction.  Minor  infestations  of  fleas,  etc.,  are  dealt  with  by 
the  same  person  ; these  are  remarkably  few  in  number.
